Savannah, Ga., June 8.—By a unani- 


Association, in convention at Tybee, 
this afternoon indorsed the Aldrich- 
Vreeland central bank bill. : 

The association began its . annual 
convention at Hotel Tybee this morn- 
ing. 
Mr. W. W. Osborne, president of the 
association, delivered his annual 
dress, in which he came out strongly 
in fayor of a central bank under gov- 
ernment control. Although he did not 
entirely indorse the Aldrich-Vreeland 


cause it makes inadequate 
for caring for state banks, he 
spoke very strongly in favor of the 
government having some 
financial institution along the 
suggested in the  Aldrich-Vreeland 
measure. 

Mr. Osborne said the idea that An- 
drew Jackson, when president, was 
opposed to a central bank was errone- 
ous. All his messages showed that 
while he opposed the inauguration of 
such a central bank as was proposed 
at that time, he did not declare him- 
self against the main idea of the fh- 
stitution of such an agency. 

Hon. Edward B. Vreeland, congresa- 
man from New York, and vice chair- 
man of the United States monetary 
commission, spoke to the bankers in 
behalf of the measure of which he is 
the joint author with ex-Senator Al- 
drich, of Rhode Island. 

Satisfactory freports were heard 
from Treasurer E. C. Smith, of Griffin;

“Of what does the money of this 
country consist? We have about $1,- 
750,000,000 of gold. This cannot sud- 
deniy be increased, and gold. is not a 
money with which to move crops, but 
a basis for a bank not issue. 
about $725,000,000 in silver. This is 
fixed in amount. We have $850,000,000 
in greenbacks. This is. fixed tn amount. 
Upon what should we depend, then, for 
the great amounts of money that 
should come into existence to meet the 
demands of business, and to go out of 
existence when the demand is over? 
It is evident that we should depend 
upon bank notes, but under our de- 
fective system the volume of our bank 
notes has no relation to the needs of 
business. They are dependent upon 
the price of government bonds. We 
shall never have an elastic system un- 
til our bank notes are based upon 
gold and commercial paper, as they are 
in every other great nation.” 

Mr. Vreeland spoke disparingly of 
the nation’s reserve system. He said 
it should be called “A System to Create 
Panics.” “That has been the effect 
of it,” he declared. “The United States 
is the only country where banks are 
required to carry large cash reserves 
against their deposits. 

“Ours is the only system which 
breaks down in time of need. 

“The great banks of New York City 
today act as the @entral bank of the 
country. They are not equipped with 
ae proper functions to perform this 

uty. . 

“The two great reforms then in our 
System is to have a currency based 
upon gold and commercial paper which 
will be responsive to the needs of 
business. This increase and decrease 
should be automatie. 


Central Bank Solves Problem. 


“We cannot adopt the Canadian 
system because it is based upon branch 
banking. A mobilization of a part of 
& reserve, say four or five hundred 
million dollars in the hands of some 
central organization where it can be 
instantly and in overwhelming 
quantities whenever needed. These 
two principles have been adopted by 
every civilized nation in the world, 
except our own, although the method 
of applying them varies in differeyt 
countries. What we must do is ho 
adopt these financial principles &n4 
adapt them to the needs of the United 
States. : 

“It must be absolutely plain to our 
people that neither of these things can 
happen, and that the paper money is- 
sued shall be as good as the present 
bond secured currency.” 

Discussing the Aldrich currency plan 
Mr. Vreeland said: “Senator Aldrich, 
chairman of the monetary commission, 
has made a skillful compflation of the 
best thought and discussion of the last 
three years in the form of a con- 
erete plan of organigation. The leg- 
islative committee of the American 
Bankers’ Association, composed of 
more than twenty prominent bankers 
representing all sections of the United 
States, after careful study, has pro- 
nounced the plan fundamentally sound.

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PERFECTS LINTLESS COTTON - 
WITH DOUBLE OIL VALUE 


Bullochville, Ga., June 8.—(Special.) 
J. J. Stranahan, superintenflent of the 
Cold Springs station of the Un'ted 
States bureau of fisheries at this 
place, has, as the result of experi- 
ments he has carried on for the past 
four years, succeeded in producing a 
cotton that is practically lintless. His 
last vear’s crop contained less than 
five stalks to the hundred which -con- 
tained lint in even a small degree. 

Mr. Stranahan is something of a 
farmer as well as fishculturist. With 
his brothers, who live in Cleveland, 
Ohio, he has extensive peach orchards 
on Pine mountain, from which they 
shipped sixty cars of Elbertas last 
year, their fruit having a great repu- 
tation in eastern cities owing to very 
thorough cu}tivation, spraying, thin- 
| ning’ ana More especially through the 
precooling of their fruit, they having 
the only house for precooling peaches 
in the country, it holding twelve, cars 
when loaded to the- limit. 

He is working through selection to 
procure not only cotton that is lint- 
less, but that has large bolls well 
filled with large plump seeds that are 
much richer in oil than the ordinary 
cotton seeq which is associated with 
lint. 

Having succeeded in producing the 
lintless cotton, Mr. Stranahan is now 


at work through selettion in produc- 
ing a cotton plant that shall be tall 
and slim in order that the fiber 


- 


from the stalk shalP be longer and 
more desirable, one that will hold its 
seed until all are ripe instead of 
“shattering’’ the seed from the first 
ripening bolls, or to make the cotton 
Plant early and ripening. up all of its 
bolls at once, thus making it possible 
to secure the whole crop of seeq in- 
stead of having a portion of the more 
early ripened lost on the ground. 

It seems that the plant is helping 
the matter along as if it “knew its 
business,” and that_since it is not sup- 
posed to produce lint, it should put its 
fiber on to the stalk, as in the case 
of hemp or flax, that its yield of seed 
should be far greater than as if Hnt 
also was to be produced and that this 
seed should be richer in oil. 

All this Mr..Strahahan claims has 
been measurably accomplisheg and he 
claims that within ten more years he 
expects’ to produce a cotton that will 
yield 100 bushels of clean black seed 
to the acre and fiber from the stalks 
that will be of as much value as the 
lint from an ordinary crop, and that 
the seed will be very much richer in 
both oil and feed value than the cot- 
ton seed ag we now know it. 

He does not wish to make money 
out of this work, but te leave it as a 
heritage to his adopted state and will 
be glad to seng a few seed free, as 
long as they last, to anyone who will 
help work out this problem by careful 
selection along the lines he is pursu- 
ing.

Sketch of Her Life. 

Mrs. Richard Peters was in every 
respect a remarkable woman—one of 
whom not only her relatives and many 
friends, but the city of Atlanta had 
occasion to be proud. As her husband 
was one of the makers of history in 
Atlanta and Georgia, so was she in 
her feminine sphere a molder of the 
social, philanthropic and the relig- 
ious life of the community. Had she 
lived until December 31, 1911,. she 
would have been 81 years of age. 

Mrs. Peters’ maiden name was Mary 
Jane Thompson. She was the eldest 
daughter of Dr. Joseph Thompson, 
one of Atlanta’s most _distinguished 
citizens, and was born in Decatur, Ga., 
December 31, 1830. When she was 14 
years of age, her father moved to At- 
lanta, and for a long time was owner 
and manager of the old Atlanta hotel, 
which stood on the site of the present 
Kimball house, and was noted 
throughout the south and west for its 
splendid hospitality. 

It was here that she met her future 
husband, Richard Peters, who was at 
that time a rapidly rising young rail- 
road man, whose business frequently 
took him to this city, then the strag- 
gling town of Terminus. From that 
day on she lived in Atlanta, and has 
always taken a foremost interest in 
everything looking to the development 
of her home town.

the hand of death touched her and 
beckoned her to the great beyond, 
she retained a vigorous interest .in all 
things looking to the good of Atlanta, 
and was one of the foremost church 
workers in the city. 

Her church work will be a monu- 
ment to her for years to come. Her 
first notable church work was in aid- 
ing the erection of the First Presby- 
terian church in-this city. Later she 
joined the Episcopal church, of which 
her husband was a. member, and took 
an important part in securing funds 
for building the first and second St. 
Philips’ church. For: many years she 
was one of the staunchest members of 
St. Philips’, and her interest in its 
affairs amounted to a passion. It was 
only of recent years that she changed 
her membership to All Saints’ church, 
which is situated much nearer the Fe- 
ters home, on Peachtree street. 

Mrs. Peters’ married life was an 
ideally happy one. In all her hus- 
band's manifold business affairs she 
took the kKeenest interest, and was of 
the greatest help to him. 

On the occasion of her 
birthday, Mrs. Peters, 
her children and grandchildren, re- 
counted interestingly some anecdotes 
of her life and the early days in At- 


lanta. She said: 
Life in Decatur. 


in Decatur fourteen: years,” 
“No community could boast 
morals and a more Chris- 
no one was. tolerated 
whose character was doubtful. The 
churches were common, unceiled, 
weatherboarded buildings; no fires, no 
pews, no carpets, yet everybody went 
to church regularly without even the 
attractions of organs and choirs. 

“One man called a precentor stood 
up in front of the pulpit facing the 
congregation and would read two 
lines of the hymn at a time and raise 
the tune and everybody joining in 
with heartiness; it was not considered 
then that a few people should be se- 
lected to sing all the praises to God. 
My father filled this position from 
my earliest recoliection, for he was 
one of the origina] founders of the 
Presbyterian church in Decatur, and 
he was also, with my mother and my- 
self, three of the original fifteen who 
organized the first Presbyterian church 
in Atlanta. 

“On the 22d day of August, 1885, 
his funeral was the first service held 
in the Central ‘Presbyterian church, 
for which he had labored as one of 
the first members from the time it 
branched off from the mother church 
on Marietta street.” 

“When I was a child, 10 years of 
age. my father took me to Milledge- 
ville to an inaugura] ball. This was 
in the year 1840. We went by stage 
coach. The roads were dreadful and 
the stage turned over and I lost my 
slipper in the mugq by the roadside, and 
with one shoe on I landed in Milledge- 
ville at a store, where a new hat, to 
replace the one I had droppeg out of 
the window, and new slippers were 
bought. 

“Shortly after this, a great commo- 
tion was createg in our town. Two 
large wagons drawn by many mules, 

assed through the streets, bringing 
he first locomotive that was to be 
used on the state road. 

“A little later on, the civil engineers 
came to see about locating the Geor- 
gia railroad, but the citizens would 
not allow it to come into town. They 
said it would ruin the place. Dr. 
Thompson was asked te procure the 
right-of-way outside of the town and 
on to the terminus of the state road, 
which he did, where it was decided a 
town should be located for the Yrail- 
roads. When the young.city of At- 
lanta grew to such proportions they 
soon realized that Decatur had made 
a great mistake in not inviting the 
railroad officers to occupy their town. 


The First Train. 


“When the first train was to g0 
from the terminus, now Atlanta, to 
Marietta, every one who could get a 
vehicle, for miles in and around De-

A large Dall 
was given by Mr. Benson Roberts, of 
Marietta, at his hotel, and the dancing 
was kept up all night the crowd re- 
turning home next day. 

“Subsequently the road was com- 
pleted from Awgusta to Decatur. The, 
day the first train ywas expected over 
the Georgia road, the whole town 
walked a mile to get to the track to 
watch and wait for its arrival. There 
the people stoog or stooped down and 
laid their ears on the track to hear 
the first sound of the engine. 

“At the earnest solicitation of the 
president and superintendent, Dr. 
Thompson came to Marthasville, which 
Atlanta was called then, to make a 
home for the railroad people. It was 
interesting to watch every step of 
progress in the new city, from going to 
hear Dr. Alexander Means preach in 
Wheat’s warehouse, where people sat 
on pine slabs for benches with dirt 
for the floor (pigs sleeping under this 
shelter at night), and then when the 
first Sunday school was started in the 
schoo] building erecteq where Brat- 
ton’s drug store is now, until finally 
modern churches were built. 


Early Soctlety. 


“Society in those early days was 
characterized by simplicity ang friend- 
liness and correctness of deportment. 

“Weddings were celebrated at home 
and attendants were calleqg waiters. 
Smali girls were selected as candle- 
holders to light up the wedding party, 
there being no gas and electricity or 
kerosene in those days, only tallow 
dips, which each house mother made 
herself. 


“The first funeral held in Marthas-' 


ville was that of a Mrs. Bell; she 
was carrieq on a wagon out Peach- 
tree road to a little graveyard near 
what is now Baker and Peachtree 
streets. Everyone walked and friend- 
ly hands performed all the last offices 
for her. 

“As I look around me now in the 
crowded city, which have watched 
grow to its present size with interest 
and delight, it is s-q to feel I am al- 
most alone of the origina] number 
who came here in 1845. I cannot close 
these memories of the past without 
speaking of our first Episcopal serv- 
ice which was held in the parlor of 
Mr. Samuel E.‘Wones, afterward my 
home. 
and preached the sermon, the text be- 
ing. ‘And they all with one consent be- 
gan to make excuse, which seemed 
highly appropriate to a number of 
young men who had declined my in- 
vitation to accompany me to church.

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REPORTED SCOTT 
WILL LOSE PLACE 
Rumor Says Governor Smith 


Will Name New Adju- 
tant General. 


According to reports which appear 
to come from authentic sources, Adju- 
tant General A. J. Scott, of the nation- 
al guard of Georgia, will not be reap- 
pointed to that position by Governor- 
elect Hgke Smith when he assumes the 
duties of governor this summer. 

When askeg concerning this ap- 
pointment Thursday night Governor 
Smith stated that he hag no statement 
to make regarding it. 

However, persistent rumors have 
been abroad of late that the governor- 
elect has definitely decided not to re- 


appoint General Scott; in fact, the 
rumors go so far as to say that ne has 
already offered the position to an- 
other man and that the offer has been 
aecepted. Who this man ts rumor does 
not say, but it is state@ that he is a 
man not now conhected with the mili- 
tary affairs of the state. 

Until quite recently it has been the 
general opinion among national guard 
officers that General Scott woulq be 
reappointed to the position of adju- 
tant general. He has been indorsed by 
practically every military officer, in 
Georgia. 

Regarding the indorsement of Gen- 
eral Scott for reappointment a promi- 
nent national guard officer had. the 
following to say: 

“To General Scott has been due in 
large part the present high standard 
of efficiency which. prevails in. the 
national guarg of the state. He has 
labored faithfully and unceasingly in 
the interest of the military and no 
man coulg have done more than the 
limited resources and limited oppor- 
tunities he has had to develop the 
national guard into a i presentable’ 
military machine. 

“Genera] Scott has been indorsed by 
practicaNly -évery military man in the 
State, all of whom realize his ability 
and the inestimable service he has 
rendered the state during his tenure of 
office. / : 

“This indorsement for reappointment 
is now being prepareg and it was the 
intention to present it to Governor- 
elect Smith at an early date. How- 
ever, if it appears certain that he does 
not intend to make the appointment it 
may not be presented.”

Decorative Scheme.

This is a more practical period of 
Social time, there are not so many 
romantic people as there were in the 
days of the play, “Our American 
Cousin,’’ but surely women have not 
Sacrificed all their sentiment to con- 
vention.

A QUESTION ABOUT 
THE SERVANT PROBLEM 


The education of the negro should 
begin where the education of the white 


child should begin in the kindergarten, 


the most primary department in mod- 
ern educational program. 

If it is considered necessary in 
equipping the child of the superior 
race, the one who has hagq the advant- 
age of social experience, to begin at 
the earliest period to train the hand 
into usefulness along with his mind, 
certainly such an education is the 
more necessary for the child of the 
inferior race,, who is told he must 
depend almost entirely on what his 
hand can do, for his service as an in- 
dividual. 

The grafting on of industrial train- 
ing in the schools of the country has 
been called one of the progressive 
steps of modern education; thoughtful 
men have decided this. They have de- 
cided that no matter how sure a child 
may be that his training for life is to 
be fof a profession, an occupation sep- 
arated from even a business career or 
one that would require his knowledge 
of industrial activity, that he must 
nevertheless to be equipped complete- 
ly for life, have the all-round educa- 
tion which calls for a training of the 
hand in the elementary and even gec- 
ondary branches of education. 

Realizing that constructive activi- 
ties are those being called for in the 
south today, the average thoughtful 
southern man is trying to give his son 
the knowledge a technological school 
gives, no matter what the boy may se- 
lect to do afterwards. Another effort 
equally as significant along practical 
lines is the movement to establish in 
the University of Georgia a department 
to teach boys busines# methods, a 
department similar to the department 
of business administration at Harvard, 
because eighty per cent of the stu- 
dents who have graduated from the 
University of Georgia, in the last ten 
vears have gone into business activity. 
So stated Hon. Harry Hodgson, of the 
board of,trustees of the university, at 
the conference for education in the 
south recently held in Jacksonville. 

A Wave of Practical Work. 

Now that this wave of practicabil- 
ity has found expression in our school 
systems everywhere for white children 
ard they are slowly becoming more

' “My reply is: 


| the tax payers of both races are giving 
the negro’s. 

We tell the negro: “Here is a good 
school for you to go to; we want to 
be just to you.” 

We give him in the common schools 
almost the same tralning which we 
Sive the white child; hé takes it re- 
markably well, but when*he leaves 
school and .asksfor work ard ventures 
into the field of labor where his nat- 
ural racial ambition leads, he is told 
mo,’ that vocation cannot be yours, 
but we will give you good wages along 
industrial lines, and we need you, and 
are dependent upon you for domestic 
service.”’ 

Now what has the state or the local 
school or the rural school done toward 
working out a system of education 
which would be conducive to industrial 
and domestic training? 

There is the habit among southern 
people who are not thoughtful and 
who are not studious of conditions to 
exclaim against all this “higher edu- 
cation of ‘the negro which misguided 
philanthropists give him.” 

That may be warranted in regard to 
many institutions which have been 
handsomely endowed, but there are 
many which are handsomely endowed, 
and are giving practical demonstration 
of the very kind of education we 
claim we want the negro to have. For 
instance, 1 mention, from a studious 
investigation of the institution, the 
Hampton institute, for the edugation 
of the negro. 

I hear the individual man or woman 

here exclaim: “Yes, but did you ever 
hear of a good cook, or a good seam- 
stress, or a good housemaid coming 
from there?” 
“Hampton is in Vir- 
[ginia; there have never been enough 
of the many graduates each year go- 
ing out from there to fill-in the state 
of Virginia alone the demand for 
teachers of industrial training and do- 
mestic science in the good system of 
rural schools being established in that 
state for the negro. Also, the records 
show that many a nice farm is being 
presided over by a negro housewife 
who got her training for home duties 
of Hampton, while her husband, like- 
wise trained at Hampton,is running a 
farm, either for himself or for a white 
employer.” 
Complex Phases. 

But it would require more space than 
this department admits to go into the 
wonderful system of education being 
demonstrated at Hampton. The point 
I want to make is*that' as the educa- 
tional system for the white child has 
been found lacking, and new and more 
practical methods worked @ut, for him, 
then certainly another system should 
be worked out for the negro child, 
whose activities in this section are 
limited, and from whom so much along 
certain lines are expected. 

Innumerable communications have 
come to this department bearing on 
the inefficiency of the domestic negro 
servant, and asking why someting can- 
not be done about it. This inefficien- 
ey has been brought about by con- 
ditions complex, in operation for near- 
ly fifty years. They cannot be eradi- 
cated in a day—a month—a year. 

If we want the negro taught along 
industrial lines and along the lines of 
domestic service we must Degin to 
give him the opportunity to get that 
training. 

The other day in the examinations 
given out for teachers in the public 
schools of Atlanta, virtually the same 
examinations were given to the white 
and colored teachers. 

This points to the fact that the same 
system of training prevails in both 
schools. , ; 

And in working out this educational 
matter in relatioh to the two races, it 
must not be forgotten that we have to 
reckon with a rapidly-enlarging ele- 
ment of negroes who do not have to 
enter into domestic service—but that 
is subject matter for another time. 

In this matter of the servant ques- 
on, we might as well face facts and 
see what conditions are, and what can 
be done to better them.

Reports of er Producers 
ed Whe ciowe a“ 


vernment 
Report Were Factors. 


New York, June 8.—Movements of 
stocks were governed largely today by 
influence apart, from the usual stock 
market routine, chief among which 
which were the government's crop re- 
port and the monthly statement of the 
Copper Producers. High expectations 
were held of bullish exhibits in both 
cases and in neither instances were 
these expectations entirely fulfillea. 
The market, which had been decidedly 
strong early in the day, became heavy 
upon publication of the reports and 
closed with material losses among the 
active . stocks. 

The deterioration of the condition of 
winter wheat from 86.1 a month ago 
to 80.4 placed the figures below the ten- 
year average, which in Wall street was 
regarded as unfavorable hews, al- 
though it was recognized that a decline 
during the month of May was normal 
and that weather conditions last jnonth 
plainly foreshadowed a setback. This 
report served te blight the hopes of 
optimistic traders who had bought 
stocks in the belief that the showing 
would be a more bullish one. It was 
pointed out, however, that the report 
reflected the condition on June 1 and 
that the conditions sinée that time 
had been in many ways more favorable 
for the growing crops. 

The unusually good report on spring 


wheat counteracted to some degree the 


effect of the winter wheat exhibit and 
the statement, as a whole, did not ma- 
terially alter conservative expectations 
of a prosperous year. Bear traders, 
however, seized upon it as an oppor- 
tunity for a raid and in their efforts 
were assisted by disappointed bulls. 
The selling during the last half hour, 
following publication of the report, was 
the heaviest of the day and prices fell 
off to the lowest point of the session. 

Many reports of pronounced improve- 
ment in the copper trade had led to 
such confident expectations of a favor- 
able showing in The Producers’ monthly 
statement that some disappointment 
was shown when an increase of 440,- 
000 pounds in stocks on hand was re- 
ported. Amalgamated Copper rallied 
for a brief interval, but later fell away 
in common with other metal stocks. 
The encouraging feature of the report 
was an increase of more than 13,000,000 
pouhds in domestie consumption. De- 
spite reports of a lively demand from 
abroad, however, foreign consumption 
was slightly below April and produc- 
tion increased 8,877,000 pounds. 

Trading on the stock exchange was 
active, with considerable confusion of 
sentiment and irregularity in prices as 
a result of the various influences. to 
which the market was subjected. In 
the first hour prices were-.carried up 
rapidly, gains of from 1 to 2 points 
being made by many of the important 
issues. The uncertainty as to the char- 
acter of the copper and crop reports, 
however, halted the buving and the 
market became dull. Prices ebbed 
away slowly until the heavy selling 
of the late session was begun. 

United States Steel showed evidence 
of the pressure which had been ob- 
served almost continuously during the 
week. Persistent buying of the Hill 
stock was continued. Denver and Rio 
Grande preferred dropped four points. 

Bonds were firm. A few active is- 
sues were lowér on profit-taking. To- 
tal salés, par value, $4,807,000. United 
States bonds were unchanged on call.

MADERO CONFERS 
WITH DE LA BARA 


Mexico City, June 8.—Earnestly can- 
vassing the best methods giving effect 
to those principles which ‘the present 
political situation#in Mexico has -pro- 
mulgated, Provisional President de la 
Barra and Francisco I. Madero sat 
alone for nearly three hours today in 
Chapultepec castle, the presidential 
palace, and had a heart-to-heart talk 
about the course of events that is to 
precede the national elections next 
fall. 

It was a most satisfactory talk, ac- 
cording to the versions of both men, 
and had the effert incidentally of clear- 
ly defining the relation of Citizen Ma- 
dero to the chief executive. 

After the talk was concluded, Pres- 
ident de la Barra declared: 

“Senor Madero recognized the legal- 
ity of my position, the fact that I am 
invested by the constitution with the 
resource of dictattive functions, but I 
recognize in him also the leader of a 
large political party. We understand 
one another well, and I am happy to 
tell you that I feel confident of being 
able to report-to congress when it re- 
in Septémber the complete 
restoration of peace in the republic.” 

President de la Barra paid high trib- 
ute to the personality of Madero, say- 
ing he was a man of good sense and 
“good public spirit.” 

Madero expressed satisfaction at the 
result of -+his interview with the presi- 
dent. At his home in Colonia Juarez
